On August 28, 1969, MM T-:;, a Cuban who is 
acquainted with the leaders of the principal anti-CASTRO 
organizations in the Miami area, advised that on August 23, 
1969, LUIS TORNES, in a confidentia] conversation, remarked 
that he was connected with the "Cubau Liberation Army" and 
that he had practically separated [rom the leadership of 
the AVBC, which had originally started the ELC, TORNES 
said that secret cells of the ELC were being created in 
order to carry out operations abroad as well as inside 
the United States, He said that he was Jeaving for New 
York City, where he would hold a press conference in con- 
nection with the recent attack on Cuba and at the same 
time work on preparing the secret commandos who will 
operate in the United States, 


On August 25, 1969, MM T-4, a Cuban who has 
been involved in revolutionary activities during the past 
eleven years, advised that with regard to the claim by LUIS 
TORNES and the ELC that they had recently made a raid on 


_Cuba.and had engaged a Cuban patrol boat, he had discussed 
this with FRANCIS a close associate of 
LUIS TORNES, RODRIGUEZ stated That this report by TORNES 


was a fabrication which TORNES was using to justify the 
money which he has been collection from Cuhan businessmen 
in the Miami area,
